Rent Co ntro l Settled 
Whatever Congress decides about rent control, the 
issue already hgs been settled. Rent control is going 
to be abandoned. If it weren’t for politics, Congress 
would abandon it outright But because of politics, the 
representatives and senators would like to let go of 
the bear's tail q uietly . May be some of the people can 
be fooled a little longer by doing it that way . 
Rent control is going to be abandoned because real­ 
ities carry more weight than politics One of the real­ 
ities is that rent control, continued too long, hr* been 
a bad break for renters because it has helped make a 
shortage ol rental property . Another is that rent con­ 
trol has caused wholesale deterioration of rented prop­ 
erty . Still another—and this one will be plainer a little 
later on—is that rent ceilings when prices are rising 
must be accompanied by rent floors when prices are 
falling, or a large and powerful minority can claim 
gross injustice. 
Rents will be finding their own natural level in the 
not-too-distant future, along with other things Prop­ 
erty owners who took it in the neck when they had the 
first chance since the 192 0 s to put on .some fat will 
be among the first to clamor for protection. When it 
turns out that no one is interested in their plight then, 
it will be plainer than it is now that the real motive 
for rent control more than two y ears after the end of 
the war was politics, not economics. 


One Fo r Senato r Clagho rn 
A rumpus has been caused in Washington by Dr. 
Charles C. Tansill. A. B„ A. M. Ph D. telling a meet­ 
ing of Confederate organizations that Lincoln “tricked” 
the South into starting the Civil War beg pardon, the 
War between the States. The responsibility , he assert­ 
ed, rests “sq uarely upon only one pair of shoulders— 
and those shoulders belonged to Abraham Lincoln.” 
Dr. Tansill. a history professor at Georgetown Uni­ 
versity , is entitled to his opinion, which may or may 
not be worth more than that of the average northerner 
who has been taught to revere Lincoln without know­ 
ing too much of the political sparring which preceded 
the attack on Port Sumter But can Dr. Tansill say 
the war would not have been fought had Lincoln never 
lived? Or can he say the Union would have survived 
had there been no Lincoln? 
"War monger" is a term which has been loosely 
uaed In the last decade Senator Claghorn is one of the 
few individuals likely to be ex hilarated by Dr. TanstH's 
latest use of it.
